TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bath  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
Bath  on  Tuesday,  March  9,  1954,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  a 
Town  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  highway 
Agents,  and  all  other  necessary  town  officers  and 
agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the.  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers'  salaries 
and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the 
Town  Library,  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  support 
of  the  Town  Poor,  and  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for  all  necessary  town 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  $638.83  for 
said  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred one  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents  for  the  town's 
share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the  White  Moun- 
tains Region  Association. 
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Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on 
the  following  question:  "Shall  the  provisions  in  Chap- 
ter 171A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing 
games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  Town?" 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  pass  any  vote  rela- 
tive to  the  acquisition  of  the  Town  of  a  power  shovel 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and/or  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  short  term  notes 
a  part  or  all  of  the  money  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  an  audit. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense 
with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  es- 
tate acquired  through  the  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  schools  of  Bath  opened  for  the  1953-1954  school 
year  on  Wednesday,  September  9,  and  will  close  dur- 
ing the  week  of  June  18,  1954,  at  the  completion  of  180 
days  of  school. 

An  enrollment  of  98  pupils  was  distributed  among 
the  three  schools  as  follows:  Bath  Village — 71,  Carbee 
— 11,  and  Swiftwater — 16.  Two  of  these  pupils,  one  at 
Swiftwater  and  one  at  Bath  Village  are  tuition  pupils 
from  the  Haverhill  School  District. 

There  are  three  pupils  from  Bath  attending  Woods- 
ville  Elementary  School,  Norman,  Richard  and  Philip 
Roy. 

In  the  secondary  schools,  Bath  has  26  students  at- 
tending Woodsville  High  School,  three  at  Lisbon  High 
School,  two  at  Mclndoes  Academy,  and  one  at  St. 
Johnsbury  Academy,  St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont,  a  total 
of  32  high  school  pupils. 

The  total  resident  enrollment  of  133  is  approximate- 
ly the  same  as  that  of  1952-1953. 

The  teaching  staff  has  a  new  member  in  the  primary 
trades  at  Bath  Village.  Mrs.  Josie  Bowles,  formerly 
teaching  m  Piermont,  replaced  Mrs.  Johnie  Onder- 
donk  who  is  currently  teaching  in  Connecticut.  Mrs. 
Ida  Gammons  continues  in  the  intermediate  grades  4 
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and  5,  as  does  Miss  Martha  White  as  building  principal 
and  grammar  grade  teacher  — grades  6-7-8. 

The  School  Board  followed  the  directive  of  the  dis- 
trict meeting  by  having  had  erected  a  fence  between 
the  school  building  and  the  river  bank  at  Bath  Village. 
It  also  renovated  the  basement,  making  a  much  more 
sanitary  loiiet  room  as  well  as  eliminating  a  fire  haz- 
ard. New  movable  furniture  was  purchased  for  the  6- 
7-btn  grade  pupns  as  wed  as  seats  to  supplement  those 
in  grades  1-2-3  to  accommodate  the  increased  enroll- 
ment in  that  room. 

The  assets  of  the  dissolved  Bath  Union  High  School 
District  will  have  been  absorbed  by  its  taxpayers  in 
tne  assessment  of  1955,  after  which  the  school  tax  rate 
will  be  the  same  for  all  taxpayers  in  the  present  Bath 
School  District. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  under  the  able 
management  of  Mrs.  Eva  Woods.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
the  pupils  in  the  other  two  buildings  do  not  have  this 
service,  as  well  as  other  advantages  not  possible  in  the 
outmoded  one-room  buildings. 

Under  the  guidance  of  the  teachers,  the  pupils  in  the 
schools  of  Bath  are  progressing,  not  only  academical- 
ly, but  also  in  better  deportment  and  general  mental 
attitudes.  The  improvement  is  also  a  reflection  of  bet- 
ter public  relations  between  the  parents  and  the 
school,  which  is  most  commendable. 

The  attendance  of  parents  at  a  Parent-Teacher 
workshop  in  Woodsville  was  gratifying.  The  organiz- 
ation of  a  Bath  Parent-Teacher  Association  should  be 
of  value  in  our  continued  efforts  for  better  schools. 

If  a  child  is  to  live  well  with  others,  he  must  first  ac- 
cept himself;  he  must  feel  he  is  adequate.  The  school 
exists  to  help  the  child  better  understand  and  accept 
himself,  to  extend  his  experience  in  many  and  varied 
areas  and  to  help  him  to  work  with  others  to  satisfy 
common  needs. 
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The  continued  efforts  of  the  citizens  to  support  their 
schools,  the  interest  and  activities  of  the  school  board 
in  establishing  school  policies,  and  the  efficient  guid- 
ance by  the  teachers  in  carrying  out  their  professional 
duties  by  developing  a  sound  philosophy  of  education 
in  the  schools,  is  hereby  acknowledged  with  sincere 
approval  and  appreciation.
